Fiscal Court discusses 
right-to-work ordinance 


The Cumberland County 
Fiscal Court met in special 
session December 22nd to 
discuss a right-to-work or¬ 
dinance as recently passed 
in Warren County 

The court heard from 
Timothy Gilliam, the state 
director of Protect My 
Check, a non-profit orga¬ 
nization heading the Right 
to Work initiative. He told 
the court that several other 
Kentucky counties were also 
discussing a right-to-work 
ordinance. 

Gilliam said passing the 
ordinance will help Cum¬ 
berland County to compete 
for jobs with neighboring 
Tennessee, which has a 
right-to-work law. 

The court will discuss 
this matter again at the 
January 5th meeting and 


possibly have a first reading 
of the ordinance. 

The court also discussed 
renaming the Leslie Curve 
portion of Highway 90 West. 
The court had voted at the 
previous meeting to name it 
King Smith Road, but Judge 
John Phelps said he had 
heard from some residents 
requesting a different name. 
Magistrate Ricky White 
made a motion to rename 
the road McGee Branch 
Road, a name that had been 
suggested by Cathi Capps. 
Magistrate J.V. Groce sec¬ 
onded the motion. All votes 
yes including Phelps. 

Since this was a special- 
called meeting, no other 
business could be discussed. 
The Cumberland County 
Fiscal Court will meet again 
January 5th.

Occupational License 
Tax Ordinance raising 
tax to two percent 


The Burkesville City 
Council met in special ses¬ 
sion on December 22nd to 
have the second reading of 
Occupational License Tax 
Ordinance 2014-5. 

Councilman Billy Maxey 
made a motion to approve 
the second reading. Council¬ 
man Odis Young seconded 
the motion. All councilper- 


sons present were in favor. 
Those present in addition 
to Maxey and Young were 
Councilwomen Bernice Bos¬ 
ton and Lana Owens. 

This ordinance raises the 
occupational tax from one 
percent to two percent and 
will take effect January 1, 
2015.

USDA Food Distribution 

The Cumberland County Fiscal Court will distrib¬ 
ute USDA commodity foods on Wednesday, January 
28 from 8 a.m. until food is gone, in the Recycling 
and Community Center located at 1805 South 
Main Street. Foods can be distributed to those who 
meet USDA household eligibility. A household of 1 
- $1,245 monthly, 2 in household - $1,681 monthly, 
3 in household- $2,116 monthly, 4 in household - 
$2,552 monthly. The amount of your income is no 
longer needed. You will be asked to sign that you 
fall within the guideline. Any person picking up 
food for someone else will need to sign a note con¬ 
taining all information to complete the application 
register. This note is to be produced monthly. Person 
receiving food must live within the county the Local 
Distribution Agency is located. Exceptions can only 
be made if household is not considered eligible for 
the program. As of October 29,2014, food commodity 
will be limited to (1) bag per household or address. 
You can only pick up commodities for (4) additional 
households, that have a different address then 
your own. Distribution will be at the Recycling and 
Community Center, 1805 South Main Street located 
beside Living Word Ministries Church.

Unemployment rates fell 
in 119 Kentucky counties 
between November 2013 
and November 2014, accord¬ 
ing to the Kentucky Office of 
Employment and Training, 
an agency of the Kentucky 
Education and Workforce 
Development Cabinet. 

Boone and Woodford coun¬ 
ties recorded the lowest job¬ 
less rates in the Common¬ 
wealth at 4.5 percent each. It 
was followed by Madison and 
Owen counties, 4.7 percent 
each; and Daviess, Fayette, 
Franklin, Jessamine, Old¬ 
ham, Scott, Simpson and 
Warren counties, 4.8 percent 
each. 

Jackson County recorded 
the state’s highest unemploy¬ 
ment rate - 12.3 percent. It 
was followed by Magoffin 
County, 11.6 percent; Letcher 
County, 11.2 percent; Harlan 
County, 10.9 percent; Rus¬ 
sell County, 10.5 percent; 
Leslie County, 10.3 percent;

Christmas Tree 
Inhabitants May 
Wake Up 

A number of arthropods 
live on Christmas trees 
while others may use them 
for winter shelter. Most 
are inactive or sluggish at 
outdoor temperatures but 
become active when their 
tree is brought indoors. The 
awakening can cause some 
alarm but usually poses 
only a temporary nuisance. 
It is best to deal with these 
accidental invaders by swat¬ 
ting, spraying directly with 
insecticidal soap, or wiping 
up with a soapy rag. Do not 
spray ready-to-use insecti¬ 
cides indiscriminately or set 
off “bug bombs” to deal with 
the problem. Here are some 
of the common culprits: 

White Pine Aphid 
Colonies of white pine 
aphids are common on 
shoots and branches of east¬ 
ern white pine and Scots 
pine. Wingless aphids crawl 
while winged adults may 
fly. These soft-bodied in¬ 
sects are sap feeders. They 
will not become established 
household pests. 

Pine Needle Scale 
Pine needle scales are 
sap-feeding insects that pre 
fer Mugo and Scots pine but 
can live on other pines and 
spruce. Infestations of the 
narrow, white waxy scale 
coverings are very appar¬ 
ent on needles of infested 
trees. The narrow waxy 
white coverings protect a 
batch of eggs that normally 
hatch in spring. The tiny red 
crawlers may become active 


on trees that are indoors 
for a long time. They pose 
no threat to houseplants 
and can be wiped up with a 
soapy cloth. 

Praying Mantid 
Even though praying 
mantid eggs can survive 
a long, hard winter, they 
hatch relatively soon af¬ 
ter being brought indoors. 
Scores of tiny mantids will 
crawl around looking for 
prey, usually consuming 
any siblings they encounter. 
Tap the small mantids into 
a container of soapy water 
or trap them on sticky tape 
exposed on branches where 
they are active. 

Spiders 

Many spiders spend the 
winter as eggs in masses 
protected by a covering of 
silk. Sufficient exposure to 
warm temperatures can 
stimulate egg hatch with 
tiny roaming spiders explor¬ 
ing their new world. The 
same remedies for newly 
hatched mantids will help 
to reduce spider numbers 
relatively quickly. 

Stink Bugs 

Some species pass the 
winter as inactive adults 
on tree trunks and other 
similar sites. Often they are 
larger than the other com¬ 
mon tree dwellers but pose 
no problem other than some 
temporary anxiety.

Kentucky 4-H agents take 
on national leadership roles

A trio of University of 
Kentucky Cooperative Exten¬ 
sion Service agents recently 
earned top leadership posi¬ 
tions within the National 
Association of Extension 4-H 
Agents. 

Lena Mallory, Susan Turn¬ 
er and Elijah Wilson are all 
Kentucky 4-H and youth 
development agents serving 
on the national association’s 
board of trustees. Mallory, of 
Marshall County, was named 
president-elect of the organi¬ 
zation, and Turner, Monroe 
County, was named a junior 
director for the Southern 
Region. Cumberland County’s 
Elijah Wilson was appointed 
the chair of the Research and 
Evaluations Committee. 

For Mallory, a Lexington 
native, 4-H runs in her fam¬ 
ily. She is a third generation 
4-H’er and the daughter of a 
former 4-H agent. She began 
serving in a statewide 4-H 
leadership position when 
she served as state secretary 
while a 4-H’er. An agent for 
15 years, Mallory has served 
young people in Graves and 
Marshall counties. 

When she becomes presi¬ 
dent in 2015, Mallory plans 
to work toward increasing the 
involvement of international 
4-H professionals, finding 
ways for the organization 
to work more efficiently and 
be more fiscally responsible 
while meeting the needs of 
the membership. She also 
wants to reignite mid-career 
agents’ passion for mem¬ 
bership in the organization 
and continue to build rela¬ 
tionships with National 4-H 
Council and 4-H National 
Headquarters. Her position is 
a 3-year appointment. 

Mallory will represent the 
association and its nearly 
3,800 members on the Joint 
Council of Extension Profes¬ 
sionals, an organization that 
focuses on strengthening the 
efforts of member organiza¬ 


tions and does what each 
cannot do alone. 

A native of Monroe County, 
Turner has served as the 
county’s 4-H youth develop¬ 
ment agent for 16 years. 

As a junior regional direc¬ 
tor, she will serve as liaison 
between the national associa¬ 
tion and the agent members 
in 17 southern states. 

She and the other regional 
directors will be in charge 
of coordinating the council’s 
national conference during 
the next two years. She is also 
responsible for a quarterly 
regional newsletter that is 
sent out to members of the 
association. 

“I firmly believe in the 
work that extension profes¬ 
sionals do and how important 
it is for us to receive the sup¬ 
port and guidance we need,” 
she said. “Our organization 
provides that support and 
guidance for us, and that’s 
something I wanted to be a 
part of.”

AN ORDINANCE AMENDING CITY ORDINANCE NUMBER 
2012-3 ENTITILED OCCUPATIONAL LICENSE TAX (NET PROFITS). 

BE IT ORDINANCED BY THE CITY OF BURKESVILLE 
COMMONWEALTH OF KENTUCKY, THAT; 


SECTION 1. Section 3 of City Ordinance Number 2012-3 is amended to read as follows: 

SECTION 3. Occupational License Tax Payment Required. 


WHEREAS, the Burkesville city council desires to comply with the requirements of KRS 67.750 
to 67.790 and deems it necessary and desirable that certain changes be made to existing 
ordinances imposing occupational license taxes on persons and businesses entities conducting 
businesses, occupations, and professions with the City of Burkesville, so that the assessment 
and payment of Occupational License Taxes can be administered more efficiently. 

Now, therefore, be it ordained by the city council of the City of Burkesville, Kentucky as 
Follows: 


Ordinance No. 2014-5 is hereby enacted and shall read in full as follows:

§ 3-Occupational License Tax Payment Required 

(1) Except as provided in subsection (2) of this section, every person or business entity engaged 
In any business for profit and any person or business entity that makes a filing with the 
Internal Revenue Service or the Kentucky Revenue Cabinet shall be required to file and pay 
to the city an annual occupational license tax for the privilege of engaging in such activities 
within the city. The occupational license tax shall be measured by one percent (1%) two 
percent (2%) of. 

(a) all wages and compensation paid or payable in the city for work done or services 

performed or rendered in the city by every resident and nonresident who is an employee; 


(b) the net profits from business conducted in the city by a resident or nonresident business 
entity. 


(2) The maximum tax liability under this ordinance shall be assessed as follows: 

(a) For each employee five hundred dollar ($500.00) seven hundred fifty dollars ($750.00). This 
maximum shall be applied by each employer on the compensation by each employee and 
deductions shall be made only upon the gross amount of compensation which 

does not exceed the FICA maximum established for that year; 

(b) For each business entity, there shall be a five hundred dollar ($500.00) seven hundred fifty 
dollars ($750.00) maximum tax liability for the portion of the occupational license tax which 
is measured by net profits. 

(3) Minimum tax liability under the ordinance shall be assessed as follows: 

(a) No license shall be granted for a period shorter than one (1) year except for new businesses. 
In that event the person or business entity shall be liable for a minimum fee of one hundred 
dollars ($100.00) and subject license shall expire at the end of the year. 

(b) Each person or business entity shall pay a minimum license fee of one hundred dollars 
($100.00) on or April 15th of each year.

Kentucky Afield Outdoors: The new year is 
all about opportunity for Kentucky hunters 


FRANKFORT, Ky. - The 
stretch between Christmas 
and New Year’s Day can be 
a time to relax, reflect and 
make resolutions for the 
year ahead. 

The Wildlife Division 
of the Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources is well into its 
planning for the 2015-16 
hunting seasons, and one 
word keeps coming up in 
the discussions. 

Opportunity. 

The focus is not limited 
to one species, but plans 
pertaining to deer, elk and 
small game stand out. 

Here’s a look at some of 
what’s in store for 2015. 
DEER 

At its December meet¬ 
ing, the Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife Commission rec¬ 
ommended several propos¬ 
als for legislative approval 
that would expand or cre¬ 
ate new opportunities for 
deer and elk hunters. 

In Kentucky, a county is 
assigned to one of four deer 
management zones. Some 
zones have move liberal 
harvest restrictions to thin 
or maintain the herd while 
others are more restrictive 
to help grow the herd. 

Deer populations in Hop¬ 
kins, Larue, Green, Nelson 
and Bullitt counties have 
reached the point where 
more antlerless deer need 
to harvested, according to 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife 
biologists. Under the pro¬ 
posal, those counties would 
shift from Zone 2 to Zone 1 
status. The change would 
give hunters an opportuni¬ 
ty to harvest an unlimited 
number of antlerless deer 
in those counties provided 
they have the appropriate 
number of Additional Deer 
Permits. 

“You’ll see a significant 
harvest increase going 
from a Zone 2 to a Zone 1, 
which is what we want,” 
said Chris Garland, act¬ 
ing Wildlife Division direc¬ 
tor for Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife. “When we go to a 
Zone 1, we’re basically try¬ 
ing to knock back the popu¬ 
lation.” 

Deer numbers in Gray¬ 
son, Ohio and Breckenridge 
counties have rebounded 
since the Epizootic Hemor¬ 
rhagic Disease outbreaks 
in 2007 and 2010 and can 
withstand moving from 
Zone 3 to Zone 2, biologists 
said. Zone 2 status allows 
for a 16-day modern gun 
deer season as opposed to 
a 10-day season in Zones 3 
and 4. 

There are other proposed 
changes to deer regulations 
on several Wildlife Man¬ 
agement Areas to follow 
as well, including the cre¬ 
ation of a new antlerless- 
only quota hunt in Decem¬ 
ber on Veterans Memorial 
WMA in Scott County and 
a November firearms quota 
hunt on Kentucky River 
WMA in Owen and Henry 
counties. Also, residents 65 
and older will be allowed to 
use crossbows during the 
entire deer archery season 
without being required to 
obtain a crossbow exemp¬ 
tion permit under a propos¬ 
al forwarded by the com¬ 
mission. 

“We’re really looking at 
providing as much oppor¬ 
tunity as we can without 
negatively impacting the 
population base,” Garland 
said. 

ELK 

A new Landowner 
Voucher Permit System 
could pave the way for pri¬ 
vate landowners to earn an 
elk permit by opening their 
land for elk hunting. 

“We’re trying to increase 
opportunity by opening up 
new lands and give people 
the motivation to open up 
their private land,” Gar¬ 
land said. “We realize the 
elk are moving into the 


woods and moving off the 
public lands they’ve been 
hunted on. They’re wiser 
and more wary and act¬ 
ing like a truly hunted elk 
herd.” 

Under the system rec¬ 
ommended by the commis¬ 
sion, a landowner or lessee 
with at least 100 acres in 
the elk zone would be eli¬ 
gible to enroll. 

Landowners would set 
the number of hunters, 
by weapon type, allowed 
on their land. Two points 
would be awarded for the 
harvest of a bull elk and 
one for a cow elk. After 
accruing 20 points, the 
landowner or lessee of the 
property would receive one 
voucher elk permit, which 
would be transferrable and 
valid for either sex on any 


land the landowner or les¬ 
see owns or leases in the 
elk zone. 

SMALL GAME 

A progress report on the 
10-year plan for restoring 
the northern bobwhite is 
due out in early 2015. 

“We reviewed our prog¬ 
ress over the first five 
years; what we did well and 
what we can improve on,” 
said Ben Robinson, small 
game biologist with Ken¬ 
tucky Fish and Wildlife. 

One of the highlights of 
the past five years’ work 
is the success achieved in 
quail focus areas. 

“Every focus area that 
we worked on experienced 
an increase in bobwhite 
populations,” Robinson 
said. “The work differs a 
little bit for all the regions, 


but all in all they’ve been 
under pretty intensive 
habitat management. Ev¬ 
erything from getting rid 
of cool season grasses like 
fescue and establishing na¬ 
tive warm-season grasses 
down to managing existing 
habitat to make it better 
through controlled burn¬ 
ing, herbicide applications 
and disking. It’s really 
starting to pay off.” 

Opportunities abound 
for hunters in Kentucky, 
and more are on the horizon 
in 2015. The new license 
year starts March 1, and 
licenses and permits for 
the 2015-16 season are on 
sale now. Visit the depart¬ 
ment’s website at fw.ky.gov 
for more information.

Unemployment rates fell 
in 119 Kentucky counties 
between November 2013 
and November 2014, accord¬ 
ing to the Kentucky Office of 
Employment and Training, 
an agency of the Kentucky 
Education and Workforce 
Development Cabinet. 

Boone and Woodford 
counties recorded the low¬ 
est jobless rates in the Com¬ 
monwealth at 4.5 percent 
each. It was followed by 
Madison and Owen coun¬ 
ties, 4.7 percent each; and 
Daviess, Fayette, Franklin, 
Jessamine, Oldham, Scott, 
Simpson and Warren coun¬ 
ties, 4.8 percent each. 

Jackson County recorded 
the state’s highest unem¬ 
ployment rate - 12.3 per¬ 
cent. It was followed by Ma¬ 
goffin County, 11.6 percent; 
Letcher County, 11.2 per¬ 
cent; Harlan County, 10.9 
percent; Russell County, 
10.5 percent; Leslie County, 
10.3 percent; Knott County, 
9.7 percent; Bell County, 9.5 
percent; McCreary County, 
9.4 percent; and Clay Coun¬ 
ty, 9.3 percent. 

Unemployment statistics 
are based on estimates and 
are compiled to measure 
trends rather than actually 
to count people working. 
Civilian labor force statis¬ 
tics include non-military 
workers and unemployed 
Kentuckians who are ac¬ 
tively seeking work. They 
do not include unemployed 
Kentuckians who have not 
looked for employment 
within the past four weeks. 
The statistics in this news 


release are not seasonally 
adjusted because of the 
small sample size for each 
county. The data should only 
be compared to the same 
month in previous years.
